Boston election suggest the 


inquiry how such vast amounts of money can be spent'us were spent, prin- 


cipally, by Storrow and his campaigners nnd to a less extent, by Fitzgerald 


and Taylor. 
Of what, use is the so-called corrupt practices act since.it 


tolerates such lavish use of money to influence votes? 


The fact seems to be that this law is nothing more or less than a furce. 


It is intended to prevent, certain .election .abuses, but the Boston election 


iiud others prove conclusively that the wm-st' kind of chicanery can bo 


carried on openly without coming under the penalties of this so-called 


"corrupt practices" act. Of course it, bars ballot stuffing, repeating, and 


voting on dead men's names; but where such vast amounts of money are 


spent to secure votes it is not too much to assume that even'illegal voting 
is carried on in addition to the open use of money before election ns induce- 
ment to vote one-wuy or the other. The law was framed by politicians who 
knew, its weak points and who ore averse to any law that would prevent a 
politician .from using, t-he customary machine-methods of getting votes. 


If the-corrupt practices net permits an expenditure that averages 


three dollars'for every-votd "received ns wns the case with one Boston 
candidate then the sooner it is perfected or wiped off the statute books the 
better.. The' great question is to what extent can money be used for pro- 
curing votes without corrupting the electorate?

morning if she was off Montauk Point Sunday afternoon as stated by the 
captain of the Bayview. 
Government boats, including (he revenue nutter 


Gresham and the gunboat Casline, that had been recalled yesterday from 
the search, were sent out again today to patrol the coast. 
They kept in 


-close touch with the Charlestown navy yard by .wireless but did not send 
the welcome report that the Nina had been found. The fact that no wreck- 


age of the towboat was sighted, however, helps to sustain the belief'that the 
Nina mny yet. turn up safe. 


.The revenue cutter Oresham which hns been cruising in Massachusetts 


bay searching for a capsized schooner early today received the report of 
the supposed sighting of the Nina and at once headed around Cape Cod.

•.-.....,1110 astounding expenses in the recent Boston election suggest the 


inquiry how. such vast amounts of money can be spent as were spent, prin- 


cipally by Storrow and his campaigners nnd to a less extent by Fitzgerald 


and Taylor. 
Of what use is the so-called corrupt practices act since it 


tolerates such lavish use of money to influence votes f 


The fact seems to be that this law is nothing more or less than a farce. 


It is intended.to prevent certain election ubuses, but the Boston election 


and. others prove conclusively that-the worst kind of chicanery can be 


carried -on. openly without coming under the penalties of this so-called 


''corrupt practices" 'ad. Of course it bars ballot stuffing, repeating,. and 


voting on dead men's names; but where such vast amounts of money are 


spent to secure votes it is not too much to assume that even illegal voting 
is carried on in addition to the open use of money before election as induce- 
ment to vote one way or the other. The law was framed by politicians who 
knew its weak points and who nre averse to any law that.would prevent a 


. politician from using.the customary machine-methods of gelling votes. 


If the corrupt practices act permits an expenditure that averages 


three dollars for every vote received as wns (he ease with one Boston 
candidate then the sooner it is perfected,or wiped off the statute books the 
better. The' great'question is to what, extent can money ho used for. pro- 
curing votes without corrupting the electorate?

For Practising Medicine Without 


Being Registered 


The greater portion of the mornlr.g 


session of the police court was occu- 
pied by the hearing of evidence In the 
case of the commonwealth vs. 
Amos 
La France, M. T,, charged -frith prac- 
ticing medicine as a physician without 
being registered in accordance with 
the laws of this state. 
The defend- 


ant pleaded not guilty to the com- 
plaint, and was represented by Lawyer 
J. Joseph 
Hennesy. 
After 
a 
long 
trial the court adjudged the defendant 
guilty, and ordered him fto pay a fine 
of $150.. 
The 
defendant 
appealed, 


and will go before the Vlminal .su- 
perior court. 


He gave bonds In the sum of $400. 


The trial develops the fact that the 
defendant did not claim to be a prac- 
tising physician, but as he said, him- 
self, he was a "mechanical therapeutic," 
that is to say that ho cured by elec- 
tric vibration and the laying on of 
hands. 


The first witness for the government 


was Patrolman James O'SuIllyan, and 
ho testified that upon the afternoon of 
February 6th he visited Uao. office of 
the defendant in Odd Fellows temple, 
84 Middlesex street. 
On'the marble 


slab outside the building he noticed 
the.sign "Dr. Amos La France, M. T," 
There was also a sign on the outer o£-> 
flee, "Doctor La France, M. T., Nervous 
Diseases Cured.'' 
When 
he 
called 


there was someone In the private of- 
fice, for he heard the voices. Tho doc- 
tor came out in a few moments, and 
invited him into the inner room, and 
asked him what seemed to 
be 
the 


trouble with him. The witness replied 
that he thought he had a very bad 
cold. The doctor looked 
down 
his 


throat and said, "Yes, you are in a 
very bad condition, your throat is very 
much inflamed." He .then gave the 
officer some white powder in a glass of 
water and asked him If he did not feel 
warmer. He then gave him pills which 
he was to take three.times a day, and 
one before going to bed, and charged 
him one dollar. 


Sergeant Atkinson visited the office 


at 84 Middlesex street, on the afternoon 
of February 9th, and testified as to the 
signs bearing the name of Doctor Ar 
A. La France, M. T., also that thero 
was a certificate from a college in Chi- 
cago, reading that Amos 
La France
